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CHAPTER 133

AN ACT to create 29.105 (4) of the statutes, relating to deer hunting licenses issued
to members of the armed forces on active duty or on furlough or leave in the state
after the opening of the season.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly, do enact as
follows:

29.105 (4) of the statutes is created to read:
29.105 (4) ARMED FoRcEs. Deer hunting licenses shall be issued either before or

after the opening of the season at resident fees to any member of the armed forces of
the United States applying therefor, who shall exhibit proof that he is in active service
with such armed forces and that he is stationed in Wisconsin or that he is a Wisconsin
resident on furlough or leave.
